CHARGE DEAN HAS RENEWED HIS REQUEST FOR A THIRTY MAN 
DEFENSE ATTACHE OFFICE IN VIETIANE. TALKING WITH PM 
SOUVANNA PHOUMA, THE CHARGE WAS TOLD "IT WAS ONE MINUTE 
BEFORE TWELVE" AND THAT AFTER THE CEASE-FIRE IT WILL BE 
IMPOSSIBLE TO MAKE MAJOR CHANGES IN AMERICAN MILITARY 
PRESENCE IN LAOS. THE CHARGE REQUESTS AUTHORIZATION IN 
THE NEXT 72 HOURS TO INFORM THE PRIME MINISTER OF US 
SECRET 
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INTENTIONS TO ESTABLISH SUCH AN OFFICE IN VIENTIANE.
